And Employees Tour 
Proves Informative 


——— 
Through the courtesy of the Tele- 
graph-Herald and Times Journal, the 
students of the Journalism Depart- 
ment of Clarke College were taken 
on a tour through the new puilding, 
Tuesday afternoon, January 12. 

Colonel Lilly acted as guide to the 
party and explained the entire pro- 
cess of printing and publishing a 
newspaper. The group assembled in 
the lobby of the building — an 
achievement in modernistic design. 
Colonel Lilly led the way through the 
various departments. 

One most interesting feature was 
the telegraph service room, where 
dispatches from the three great news 
associations, United Press, Associ- 
ated Press, and International News 
Service, are recorded. The room is 
especially equipped with machines 
that automatically take down the 
news and each machine is duplicated 
as a safeguard against accident. 


The Proof Reading Room was the 
next point visited. From there the 
party proceeded to the Composing 
Room. The process of the Linotype 
was demonstrated by the employees 
and explained by Colonel Lilly. The 
next step, the stereotyping, was illus- 
trated also and the group watched 
the mats being made. 


The printing room was visited 
next, It was a great sight—the huge 
machines rolling out endless printed 
pages. There were more machines 
to fold them and a cable to carry the 
folded copies to the Mailing Room, 
| the last lap of the journey before the 
ae comes out to the waiting pub- 
ic. 

It was of vast interest to the 
students to watch the complete pro- 
cess of publishing a paper from the 
moment the news is gathered until 
is reaches the Mailing Room to be 
sent throughout the country.

Year’s resolutions, the ancient 
response to the stimulus of a new op- 
portunity for perfection, have suffered 
from this form of attempted extinc- 
tion, Annually scoffed at and held 
up to ridicule, if there are still those 
who make resolutions the fact is be- 
ing carefully concealed. It is the so- 
phistication of the age that derides 
the very simplicity of human nature 
attempting through grace to perfect 
itself. You are what you are—make 
the best of it. All the hundreds of 
millions of resolutions that have been 
made in the past have come to the 
same sorry end, why should you think 
that yours will escape the common 
destiny, Light arguments these, not 
difficult to refute. Setting aside for

oration of the Magi, one of the 
plier Baniects in Christian Art, has been 
portrayed in every style and soos ote 
from the simplest drawings to paint ngs 0 
dramatic spendor. Botticelli, Leonardo 
da Vinci, Durer, Ribera, Murillo, Rembrandt, 
Rubens, Raphael and innumerable other 
artists have given us varied interpretations. 
The variety in these artistic productions 
may be attributed to temperament, artistic 
ability and pious legend although there is 
a unity of some points. 


All paintings follow the Gospel account 
closely in that they have the Blessed Moth- 
er and the Divine Child; all have three 
Magi in adoration and their gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh; the gold symbolic 
of His Kingship, incense that He was God, 
and myrrh that He was a man and doomed 
to death. In some paintings Mary is seen 
handing the Magi tiny linen bands in which 
she had wrapped the Divine Infant and 
which they humbly took and Taid amongst 
their treasures. The Star is usually omit- 
ted in the very oldest paintings but in one 
or two instances it shines immediately over 
the chair of the Blessed Virgin. 


After the revival of art, about the 13th 
century, the painters treated the adoration 
of the Magi in true Byzantine style with no 
accessories and only the bare necessities. 
But a century later the Florentine school 
interpreted the scene with its love for rich 
color and generally a number of subjects in 
a painting. Commercial relations between 
the East and West had just begun and many 
Oriental accessories were added including 
peacocks, pheasants, plumed and jeweled 
turbans and even elephants. More often 
than not camels’ heads are seen behind the 
Magi, serving to express the land of the 
East and the long journey of the wise men. 


Very often after the fourteenth century 
one of the Kings was depicted as being 
colored, The reason for this was to indicate 
that the King of Kings was a Saviour for 
all races of the earth, and that all complex- 
ions were included. The attitude of the 
Child varies but in the best pictures He 
raises His little hand in benediction. 


There has been much contention as to 
whether so young a child could raise His 
hands in benediction but the artists are 
upheld by the fact that the Child was Christ 
from His birth, In some pictures the Infant 
is seen plunging His tiny hands into the 
gold coffers of the Magi. 


The Kings wear embroidered robes, gold- 
en crowns and glittering weapons. The 
Kingly character of the adorers is expressed 
by giving them all the pomp of royalty, 
They are often followed by a vast train of 
attendants, guards, pages and grooms and 
in the picture by Titian the court-fool is not 
omitted. 


Tt is a question as to whether Joseph was 
present at the adoration of the Magi; one 
ancient legend declares that out of his great 
humility Joseph did not appear but Raphael, 
Titian, Rembrandt and most painters since 
the 15th century disregard this legend and 
so Joseph is seen standing near the Holy 
Virgin contemplating the scene as though 
in quiet admiration,
